1 . Claims 1-12,1 5-30, and 32-35 Pending. 
Claims 13-14 and 31 Canceled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments see Appeal Brief, filed 6/14/2007, and Reply Brief, filed 
12/3/2007 with respect to Claims 1-12, 15-30, and 32-35 have been fully considered by 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences and found to be persuasive. The 
rejection of Claims 1-12, 15-30, and 32-35 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12, 15-30, and 32-35 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per the conclusion of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, the prior 
art previously applied in the rejection does not teach or suggest the limitation of "making 
a determination that a workflow step is deterministic". Examiner notes that the 
reasoning of the board in this decision is based on the observation that according to Li, 
"the output of the step is not evaluated to determine if it is identical for a given input and 
repeated executions of the step on the relevant data." As such, the Claims are found 
allowable for the reason that the independent claims indicate making a determination 
that a workflow step is deterministic by examining the output of a step to determine if it

is identical for repeated executions of a given input and concluding that the step 
deterministic if the outputs are identical.
